Claims 24 and 51 were seen as a separate embodiment including the feature of a disconnected back plate and rear 

cervical collar. It was suggested that the claims be placed in a continuation or divisional application. 

It was suggested in claim 34 that the feature of the particular attachment point from the chin strut to the chin support be 

emphasized. 

In claim 35, it was suggested that greater detail be given to the attachment point of the chin strut with regards to the 
chest plate (specifically being connected to the upper plate) and the chin strut. Favorable consideration would be given 
to the proposed suggestions if incorporated into the claim language, pending a final updated search. 
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
